If it is found that the fn- 
ferior species can be cut and mar- 
keted at a profit it will be possible in 
the future to couduct Jumbering opera- 
tions with much less injury to the for- 
est and the better species will be re- 
producing along with the Inferior.

HIGHER WAGES—BETTER WORK. 
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The American Plan Has Proved a Great 
Success in England. 

The world bas known for many 
years that nowhere else on earth !s the 
condition of the workingman 80 near- 
ly satisfactory as in the United States 
It {8 because so much higher wages 
are paid here that emigrants by the 
hundreds of thonsands hare come here 
from Europe. It has also been dem- 
onstrated of late yeurs, especially, that 
despite the higher wages manufac- 
tured articles could be produced here 
more cheaply than elsewhere and put 
in successful competition on the mar- 
kets of the world. The reason lies, of 
course, {In the greater productive abil- 
ity of American workmen. 

A number of American mannfactur- 
ers are now demonstrating. to the sur- 
prise and Indignation of English em- 
ployers, that {t is largely from 
very fact that American workmen re- 
ceive better wages that ther derive 
their greater productive aliility. The 
American Electrical Works at Man 
ehester, England, have tried the ex. 
periment of better wages with benefi- 
celal results. The rate of wages in 
Manchester for the class of labor they 
employ [8 nine cents per hour. The 
American company paid 12 centa and 
asked their men to earn It. The result 
fa that the higher-pald employes do 
double the work of thelr poorly pald 
fellows. 

One result of the experiment is that 
the other Manchester workmen are 
now demanding that the American 
gsystemn be put In operation generaiiy 
They want better pay and are willing 
to give better service. They say the 
American plan encourages a man to do 
his best, while the Engush plan, with 
domineering foremen and a blacklist, 
discourages them and renders them 
onambitious to excel,
